An U.S. official report contains 2 statement 
by Professer Stubba on the labour question.on 
the Hawaii plantations, which in reproduced 
in’ the Honolulu papers.

Thera has never existed any treaty or labour 
convention between the Government of Hawaii 
and the, Empire ,of China. In curly days a 
limited number of Chinese settled in the islands, 
intermarried with the natives, und by their in- 
dustry and economy were generally prosperous. 
About 750 of them were naturalised under the 


labourers into'the country togk place in 1852. 
Tn 1878 the number of Chinese had risen to 
5,916. During the next fow yoars thers was 
8 stondy influx of Chinese free -immigrasuts, 
which ‘finally reached alarming proportions, 
In the spring of 1831 the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment was obliged to send a dispatch fo ‘the 
Governor of Hongkong to stop this invasion. 
Again, in April, 1883, it was gnddenly renewed, 
and within, twenty days five ‘steamers arrived 
from Hongkéng, bringing 2,253 Chinese 
passengers, followed the next month by 1,100 
moro, with the news that several thousand more 
Accordingly, the 
Hawotian Government sont another dispatch to 
the Governor of Hongkong refusing to admit 
any further immigration of male Chinese trom 
that port. 

Various, regulations restricting _ Chinbse 
immigration were enacted from time to time, 
‘until in 1886 the lauding of any ( hinese 
passenger without a passport was prohibited, 
‘The number of Chinese in the Islands had risen 
to 21,000, and in 1899 it is estimated to be about 
27,000, of whom ‘about 6,100 are employed on 
sugar plantations. - 

They have reclaimed many useless swamps 
for the cultivation of rice, Many of them are 
shopkenpers, market gardeners, lsundrymed 
and fishermen, They have been truly described 
a3 industrions, persevering, frugal, peaceable. 
and law abiding. Their mercantile credit 
stands as high os that of any other 
nationalily. . . : 

The effect of annexation to the United States 
will be to put an end to all assisted immigration 
of whatever race, and to exclude all Chinese 
labourers. But under the recent treaty between 
the United States and Japan, there is nothing 
to limit the freo immigration of Japancee, and 
soveral companies haye been formed to promote 
Sls ire 

The decrease. of the aboriginal population 
has still continued, from 44.88 in 1878 to 
40IN4 in 1884, 34,426 in 1890 and 31,010 in 
1896, the rate of decreaso being about 1.6 per 
cont o year, At the same time the part 
Hawaiians, the offspring of intermarriages 
between Hawaiian women and men of other 
races, have been -constantly increasing from 
3,420 in 1878 to $.218-in 1884, 6,386 in 1890. 
and 8,455 in 1895. All these facts point to the 
gradual axtinction of the full-bicoded Huwatians, 
and the absorption of the remnant of the race 
by the European and Asiatic population.

SHRAPNEL IN THE WAR. 


A ‘very serions defect in tho pattern of the 
‘shenpnef with. which our field batteries are 
provided--a defect which wo do not ‘rémember 
to -have seen noticed before in any of the many 
criticisms of our ortillery with which we have 
_ beon favoured since tho-present war began—is 
alleged to exist by a German officer, who served 
for many montha in the Boer forces both in the 
Orange Free State and in- Natal. The ideal 
shrapnel, it may be ba Somes should be merely 
8-ease containing bullots anda small buratin, 
charge. The explosion of. this latter should 
break up the .enyelope into amall splinters at 
the distance from the gan for which the fuse is 
set. Tho bullets, thus set free, will then 
continue their Aight, at first with the velocity of 
the shell at the moment of bursting; but being 
acted upon by the centrifugal force generated 
by the rotation of the projectile in which they 
were carried, they do not yo forward in a mugs, 
but extend into a cone, known by artillerists 
us “the cone of disporsion.”” ‘The resistance of 
the air crates them quickly to lone their velocity ; 
the force of grayity draws them earthwurds, 60 
that a shower of byilets falls upon a rectangle of 
ground some 200-300 -yards in length and 10-30 
yards wido in frout of the spot where tho shell 
burst, the length of: this “beaten sone” 
, depending na{urully upon the. velocity of the 
shell at the moment of bursting, or in other 
words upon the rango. ; 

From the statements, however, of the Ger: 
iban officer referred to ubore, which are printed: 
in on article by him on the English Artillery 
in South Africa in the latest number of tlle 
Militar Wochenblatt it seems that the. shell or 
containing’ envelope of: the shrapnel of the 
Englich field batteries did not thus break up on 
the: explosion of the bursting charge, ‘Ihe 
result of this failure was that the. bullets como 
out of tho front end of the shell, which was 
blown off, in a mass and se did either but little 
dsmage, or absolutely none, when, 48 was 
generally the ease the énemy wan behind cover, 

Perhaps the most striking of the incidents 
which'the' German officer relates in «apport of 
his stitement occurred during the fighting at 
Spion Kop, on the 24th of January, J900.. The 
narrator hud-teen sent forward with thirty 
Boers to reconnvitre the British position. Sud- 
‘ denly the party came under the ‘fire of u tield 
battery in the Tugela valley, which opened apon 
them with shiuprel. The first sholl went over 
their heads, ‘and before tho English gunnors 
could get the range, thd Germun officar with 
his men eueceeded in reaching ata run alow wall, 
only some 34 feet high, behind which they threw 
thenvelves prostrate. Very quickly tho ‘bat. 
tery found the runge, but nevertheless the 
Boers lay prone behind the low_cover they 
had reached for more thun au hour, under » 
continuous fire, with a loss of only one’ man 
killed -and two slightly wounded.” So far ax 
position was concerned, the sho!l burst ad- 
wirab!y, but, the exivelopefaling to break up, 
the bullets caine cai in a mags, strack the wall, 
and fell harwlessly to the ground. .Going over 
the scene of action next day, the German officer 
.paw numbers of the shrapnel lying about, but 
not one gf them had burst properly, If this 
narrative is true, the small amount of damage 
wrought om many occasions hy our urtillery can 
be easily understood, ‘ 

Forthe rest it ia sutisfactory:to find that the 
writer speaks highly of the skill aud technical 
training of the English artillerists. That oar 
batteries failed to achieve more ducisive results 
he escribes to the above-described faultizess in 
the pattern of-the sbrupnel, and in part to the 
peculiar formation of the greund, combined 
with the refusal of the Beers ever to adventure 
themselves in the open. -

handkerchief, each particle of dress which the 
blecd ‘had touched, with the cloth on the block 
and on the senffold, was burnt iu the hall fire in 
the presence of the crowd.” Apparently, how- 
ever, some articles escaped the notice either of 
Uie authoritiés or the historian, or else a most 
notable miracle has been wrought not only by the 
relics, but upon them, in spite of the precautions 


aud Shrewsbury, there is no lack of relics of 
thé ‘*mertyrdom” of | Queda Mary. The 


beads which: Froude deseribes as having becu 
-cestroyed, and, if we are to beliave ‘the 
author of a recently published Spanish pamphlet, 
the cracifixis.at present in the possession of 
the Queen-Regent of Spain. This orucifix—o 
gold one— plays a forezaost part in tho traged 

of Fotheringay. It hung from the Queen's 
neck when she entered (he fatal hall, and. it was 
over sit, in the remoreclera words of Fronde, 
that eho prayed “for the Church whieh she had 
been ready to-betray, for her con whom she had 
disinherited, for the Quean whom sho had 
¢ndeavoured to murder,” and: that she also 
* forgave her exemies, whom she had invited 
Philip not to forget.” According to the same 
authority, the executioner, just before doing 
his office, seized the sacred jewel as 2 perqnisite, 
Lut “was justantly ordered to lay it down,” 
The Spanish pamphleteor, however, will have it 
that the crucilix was given by the Queen to Jane, 
Kennedy, one of the women who attended her 
on the scaffold, ant that from her it passed 
-to the Roya) Family of Frence, and was carried 
into Spain by Elizabeth, danghter of Henry 
TV., on her marriage with the Spanish King, 
Philip IV. in 1615. She gave it to the Coun- 
tess of Escalante, who left it to 2 convent in 
Valladolid, by which it was presented to the 
bride of the late Alfonso XII. ‘This, of course, 
is avery goodly aud honourable pedigree, and 
fanatical Mariolaters will ask nothing more to 
contirin their belie} inthe genuineness of the relic. 
Yet, although it must be yastly comfortivg to 
think that the crucifix was saved alike from the 
executioner anti from the bontira, the cirenm- 
stences of its presont custody cinnot be viewed 
by apy true Jacobite'without regret, ‘Ihe reign- 
ing family in-Spain,; according to Legitimist 
almanacs is sfter alla race of usurpers little 
better than the Savoyards in [taly or the 
Hanoverians in. Great Britain. To escape 
desecration, that crasifix ought to be in the 
bands of Mary IIE. and IV. in Bavaria.
